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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 37, 38, 41-45, and 54-58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims in 
the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose, or suggest, a method 
for dynamic stabilization of motion segments of the spine as claimed in claims 37, 41 , 
and 54, and specifically, the flexible portion between the engagement portion and head 
portion of the bone anchor (claims 37 and 41 ) and the center of rotation situated 
between the stabilization element and the normal anatomic center of rotation (claim 54).
